Applicants' remarks and amendments, filed on July 16, 2008, have been carefully 
considered. Claims 2 and 7 have been canceled; new claims 13-22 have been added. 
Claims 1, 3-6, and 8-22 are now pending in this application. 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Applicants' Priority Document was filed on March 28, 2005. 

Withdrawn Rejections 
The following rejections of record have been withdrawn in view of Applicants' 
amendments and persuasive arguments: 

1. The 112(2) rejection of claims 1-12; 

2. The 103(a) rejection of claims 1, 2, 4-6, and 9-12 as being unpatentable over 
Hansford et al. (U. S. Patent No. 3,287,257) in view of Eijsbouts et al. (U. S. Patent No. 
6,753,291); 

3. The 103(a) rejection of claims 2, 3, and 7 as being unpatentable over Hansford 
et al. (U. S. Patent No. 3,287,257) in view of Eijsbouts et al. (U. S. Patent No. 6,753,291) as 
applied to claim 1, and further in view of Pegels (U. S. Patent No. 4,029,599); and 
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4. The 103(a) rejection of claim 8 as being unpatentable over Hansford et al. (U. 
S. Patent No. 3,287,257) in view of Eijsbouts et al. (U. S. Patent No. 6,753,291) as applied 
to claim 1, and further in view of Dufresne (U. S. Patent No. 6,056,956). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-6, and 8-22 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a process of ex-situ oxidative 
passivation of a catalyst, wherein a presulfurized catalyst, at a temperature between 
75°C and 120°C, is subjected to treatment in a passivation chamber by a gas containing 
molecular oxygen and in which the oxygen partial pressure in the gas is at least 7 kPa. 

The cited references of record do not teach or suggest the oxidative passivation 
conditions, which have been shown to be critical in providing catalysts with unexpected 
properties of critical self-heating temperatures of at least 100°C and significant relative 
weight activities.
